Regatta plans 
readied 


The 1983 Astoria Regatta, which 
dates from 1894 and is the oldest 
festival in the Pacific Northwest, 
commences Wednesday evening, 
August 10, with the selection and 
coronation of a queen, according to 
Chuck Walters, a director of the 
Astoria Regatta Association. tx 

Regatta festivities have 
traditionally been centered in a square 
block of downtown Astoria , but this 
year will be moved to the cover. Paved 
parking at Pier 3 is free and 
practically unlimited. Pier 3 activities 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday include 
the Pirates Den beer garden, at least 
20 different food booths and many arts 
and crafts displays. 


Pier 3 will also be the scene of the 
carnival, and the Land-Bound Bathtub 
Race, in which two contestants push a 
bathtub on wheels with one driver. 
This will be held on a race track right 
alongside Pier 3. The Thursday 
evening Kiddies Parade will still move 
through downtown streets. 

Six bands are already signed up 
forthe Drum & Bugle Drum-Off, with 
nine bands signed up for the Grand 
Land Parade . A salmon barbeque is 
also featured. 

This year’s admiral is Tom

Pier 3, by 
contrast, has a huge adjacent paved area, 
designed as a containerized cargo yard, which is 
suitable for parking, as well as traditional 
Regatta tricycle and bathtub races. 


The Regatta will be held in part of the south 
end of the warehouse, which is controlled direct- 
ly by the port, not the north end, which is leased

to Waterway Terminals, a unit of Crown Zeller- 
bach Corp. The Waterway Terminals portion of 
the warehouse was the site of the second annual 
Great Astoria Crab Feed and Seafood Festival 
March 26-27, which drew 16,000 people. Lack of 
restrooms was a problem during the crab feed, 
Felkins noted, despite the presence of portable 
toilets. 

The south end of the pier has but two “‘ar- 
chaic”’ restrooms, Felkins said. He suggested 
that the Regatta Association levy a parking fee 
of 25 cents a car for the port to use in upgrading © 
those facilities. 

Commissioner Howard Johnson strongly op- 
posed charging for parking at Regatta, saying, 
“This (lot) belongs to the public.’’ But Commis- 
sioner Roy Niemi countered by noting that ad- 
mission will be charged to the Regatta itself.

New rules for the Astoria Regatta 
-event, in which cash prizes are 
awarded, require that race entries 
he constructed of something actual- 
ly used as a bathtub, race organizers 
said. The race will be 5 p.m. Aug. 13 
at the Port of Astoria’s Pier 3. 

Operators of the best-looking 
bathtub entered in the race will 
receive a $50 prize. Operators of the 
second-best-looking bathtub will get 
a case of Budweiser beer. Overall 
championship honors will carry a 
$50 prize. First place in the men’s 
and women’s divisions will be $25 
and a trophy, second place $15 and q 
trophy and third place $7.50 and a 
trophy. 

Bathtub racing machines must 
have three or more wheels in contact 
with the ground, must have operable 
steering and brake systems controll- 
ed by the driver and must pass a 
safety inspection. Theme decora- 
tions are optional. 

A bathtub racing team will consist 
of three members, all of which will 
drive and push some time on the 
course, racing rules stipulate. The 
drivers will be furnished with a life 
jacket that must be fully fastened 
before the drivers leave the starting 
line and after each role change. All 
team members must sign an injury 
waiver before competing. Alter- 
nates, to be used in case of injuries 
to regular team members, will be 
accepted only if they are registered 
before the race begins, race officials 
said. 

The race course will be 150 to 200 
yards long with a minimum of three 
obstacles to be run. The course will 
include two driver change zones, 
where one of the two pushers and the 
driver must exchange places. The 
course will be open for inspection 
and practice runs 5-7 p.m. Aug. 12. 

Teams of men and women will 
compete separately and then race 
for the overall championship if at 
least five teams register in each 
division, race officials said. 

The registration fee for the race is 
$5 per team member without a 
Regatta button and $3 per team 
member with a button.

A highlight of this year’s Astoria Regatta celebration will be the 
opening of the Regatta Rose Garden at the Flavel House Museum 
in Astoria. 

The garden, which will be behind the historic Flavel house at 441 
Eighth St., will be dedicated in a3 p.m. Aug. 12 ceremony, the third 
day of the five-day Astoria Regatta. Donations are being accepted 
to pay for garden plantings. 

When the house was constructed in 1883-84, the Victorian mansion 
was surrounded by a formal garden boasting plants and flowers 
from around the world. The rose garden is part of a continued 
restoration program at the museum, which is owned by Clatsop 
County government and operated by the Clatsop County Historical 
Society. It was built by Capt. George Flavel. 

The Astoria Regatta Association will plant an array of Golden 
Salute roses to commemorate the 50th anniversary of the Astoria 
Anchor Club, a support organization of the association. Centennial 
roses will be planted initially to observe the 100th anniversary of 
the Flavel house’s construction. Many of those plantings already 
are being done so that at least part of the garden will be in bloom 
for the Aug. 12 ceremony. During the dedication ceremony, the 
Royal Rosarians of the Portland Rose Festival will plant the Dia- 
mond Jubilee rose, a gift to the Astoria Regatta Association in com- 
memoration of the Portland Rose Festival’s 75th year. The Royal 
Rosarians have been assisting the Astoria Regatta Association 
throughout the year.

Fireworks money needed 


The Astoria Regatta Association has about half the money it 
needs to pay for its fireworks display last Friday night off the Port 
of Astoria, President Michael Lynch said Tuesday. Fireworks are 
the most costly aspect of the Regatta. 

The display cost about $2,000 — although it was the equivalent of 
a $3,000 show — and the association has about $1,000 in donations to 
pay for it, Lynch said.
